Canadians  will  have  noted  with  interest 
the  inclusion  <^f  their  Governor-General  in 
the  list  of  seven  new  Knights  appointed  to 
the  exclusive  Order  of  the  Ciarler.  (be  highest 
of  the  British  orders  of  chivalry  Entry  on 
the  roll  of  the  Garter  is  an  enviable  distinc- 
tion. made  possible  only  through  recogni- 
tion of  outstanding  service  to  the  state  Five 
of  the  seven  new  Knights,  including  Lord 
Alexander,  are  niihtary  figures  whose  names 
became  bousdiold  words  during  the  war— 
Montgomery.  Alanbrooke  I’ortal  -and 
Mountbatten. 

The  Order  of  the  Garter  is  an  ancient 
company  ot  noted  individuals.  It  has  its 
rood  in  the  (ousts  and  tournaments  of 
mediaeval  times.  When  it  was  founded  in 
M48  by  King  Edward  IK  the  honor  at- 
tached the  Knights  to  the  personal  service  of 
the  King,  in  an  era  when  chivalry  of  this 
nature  was  in  its  heyd-iv  T he  character  of 
the  order  has  ihanged.  but  now.idays  no  less 
thkn  when  it  was  founded  membership  de- 
notes a distinctive  degree  of  award.  Lhere 
are  twenty-six  Knights  including  the  Sove- 
reign. with  a few  honorary  Knights  in 
addition 

According  to  reports  the  seven  new' 
Knights  were  chosep  by  His  Majesty  alone, 
in  order  to  remove  the  appointments  from 
the  realm  4>f  party  politics.  The  inclusion 
of  Viscount  rranbourne.  the  Opposition 
leader  in  the  House  of  Lords,  bears  this  out. 
since  it  is  not  usual  for  governments  in  power 
to  grant  such  distinctions  to  their  political 
opponents  Lbe  other  civilian  Knight  ia 
Viscount  Addison,  the  Government  leader 
in  (he  House  of  Lords. 

Whatever  the  views  of  Canadians  about 
honors  and  awards  (here  can  be  no  dissent 
from  the  fact  that  each  of  the  new  Kmghts 
rendered  valuable  service  to  Great  Britain 
and  tl>e  Empire  during  its  recent  period  of 
danger.  They  have  earned  the  dLstinction 
their  country  has  seyn  fit  to  confer  on  them 
in  accordance  with  ancient  and  honorable 
practice.

A Presidential  veto  can  be  de- 
feated by  the  vote  of  iwo-thirds  of 
the  membership  In  both  Houses 
against  U.  In  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives the  President  must  rally 
at  least  146  votes  to  sustain  him  U 
a veto  la  challenged.  In  the  Sen- 
ate he  must  be  supported  by  94 
vote*,  one  more  than  the  necessary 
one- third. 

Assuming  that  all  Democrats  in 
both  Houses  voted  with  the  Presi- 
dent it  would  be  lmp<iaaible  ever  to
